Chapter  I. 

John  Frost,  \\ho  furnished  most  ('f  the  data  for  this  hook,  the  son  of 
AnK»s  and  ]Mary  Frost,  was  horn  July  FS,  ISOd,  in  Fayette  Co.,  Pa.  With 
his  parents,  he  moved  to  ColinnUiana  Co.,  Ohio,  in  ISll.  He  was  reared 
ainoiif;  the  privations  of  pioneer  life  and  attended  the  loj'  school,  his  only 
eollej^e.  Ilis  education,  however,  was  by  no  means  limited  to  public  advan¬ 
tages.  He  possessed  a  iniial  e<inal  and  eager  to  grapple  with  living  prob¬ 
lems.  Tlioroughly  iml)ued  with  the  feelings  and  sensibilities  of  the  true  re¬ 
former,  he  became  identified  with  the  anti-slavery  movement  and  contrib¬ 
uted  both  by  pen  and  tongue  during  the  prolonged  controversy. 

He  learned  the  printing  trade  in  the  office  of  the  AMERICAN,  with 
which  he  became  ass(K-iated  in  ]S27,  and  established  the  AURORA  at  New 
Lisbon,  ().,  in  lSh2,  a  paper  devoted  to  temperance  and  general  reform. 
He  continued  this  publication  until  ISoT.  He  later  became  associated  with 
the  REFORMER,  a  radical  anti-slavery  paper,  published  in  Ravenna,  O. 
From  to  1S()2,  he  followed  the  business  of  type-setting  in  Eastern 

Cities,  mainly  Philadelphia.  In  ISdo,  he  returned  to  Ohio  and  established 
the  MASSILLON  INDEPENDENT,  which  he  successfully  published  for 
ten  years.  In  ISTo,  he  returned  to  New  Lisbon,  where  he  engaged  in  gen¬ 
eral  new.'^papcu-  work,  for  the  most  part  with  the  BLX'KEYE  STATE. 

A  «iuaint  and  lovable  character,  strong  in  his  convictions,  fearless  in 
his  duty,  he  died  Jan.  L'<t,  1885.  It  is  through  his  efforts  that  the  facts  and 
traditions  narrated  in  this  hot)k  have  been  woven  together.

Chapter  II. 

“Many  of  the  members  of  our  name  and  connection  have  often  express¬ 
ed  a  desire  to  know  something  of  the  early  history  of  the  people  bearing 
our  name.  Various  unsatisfactory  theories  have  been  suggested,  which  do 
not  seem  to  wear  the  authenticity  of  even  tradition,  at  least  as  far  as  I  can 
ascertain  ;  hut  recently,  Edwin,  in  his  correspondence  with  parties  of  our 
name,  has  ol)tained.  as  a  loan,  a  genealogy  of  the  Frost  family,  which  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  fortified  with  evidence  that  it  is  genuine  and  reliable.  Still  to 
me  it  seems  imperfect,  but  is  a  commendable  effort  in  the  right  direction, 
and  may  aid  in  perfecting  a  fuller  work  of  this  kind,  provided  some  com¬ 
petent  person  undertakes  the  herculean  task.  This  brochure  is  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  Howard  Frost,  Esq.,  of  Springdale,  Me.  I  venture  on  the  .some¬ 
what  arduous  ta.sk  of  tran.scrihiiig  it.”

John  Fiost  saj  s,  It  is  for  those  who  follow  me  that  I  write  these  im¬ 
perfect  notes,  without  much  rej,mrcl  to  their  order,  chronologically  or  oth¬ 
erwise — note  things  as  they  come  to  me,”  and  continues : _ 

“As  far  as  I  can  learn  of  the  history  of  the  people  of  tins  name,  from 
vei-hal  anthority.  there  were  four  brothers  who  arrived  in  this  country  from 
England,  and  from  what  we,  who  have  made  inquiries  on  this  subject  can 
find  out.  they  would  hear  the  relation  to  my  contemporaries  of  great-grand¬ 
fathers.  They  arrived,  it  is  supposed,  sometime  in  the  seventeenth  or  may¬ 
be  early  in  the  eighteenth  century,  I  believe  at  Boston,  and  from  there,  set¬ 
tled  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  as  that  name  is  to  be  found  North, 
East  and  est.  It  may  he  a  mistaken  idea,  hut  I  haA’e  somewhere 
and  somehow  imbibed  the  impression  that  our  great  predecessors  who 
chiistened  the  tribe  with  the  name  Frost,  were  Northmen  or  Normans,  and 
that  in  passing  down  the  stream  of  time,  they  mingled  with  the  Cambrians 
(A^elsh),  and  then  merged  into  England,  hut  this  is  more  supposition  than 
reality. 


gieat  giandparents  on  fathers  side  were  John  and  Ann  Frost  of 
Maryland,  the  latter  dying  August  25th,  1814.  My  grandfather,  Wm.  Frost, 
a  Revolutionary  soldier,  was  born  April  Tth,  l<o7.  He  was  married  thrice. 
The  maiden  name  of  his  first  wife  is  unknown  to  me,  but  the  last  two  wiA^es 
were  nameil  Shipley.  My  father,  Amos  Frost,  was  born  March  32th,  1779, 
a  son  of  the  first  wife.  My  grandfather  married  his  .second  wife,  Mary 
Shipley,  January  10,  1780.  She  died  April  29,  1791.  My  grandfather  died

Personal  Reminiscences 
Chapter  VIII. 

“In  regard  to  myself,  I  lived  on  my  father’s  farm,  where  the  usual  ex¬ 
perience  of  a  farmer’s  life  was  mine,  until  sometime  in  August,  1827,  I 
changed  business  and  got  into  a  printing  office.  After  three  years’  of  ap¬ 
prenticeship,  I  traveled  all  the  way  to  Warren,  Trumbull  Co.,  Ohio,  in  1831, 
where  I  worked  in  the  capacitj-  of  journeyman  for  about  six  months.  I 
was  induced  by  friends  to  return  home  and  start  a  paper  of  my  own, 
which  I  did  in  March,  1832  ,and  continued  it  until  November,  1856,  nearly 
25  years. 

“Should  have  noted  before  that  in  early  life,  I  was  afflicted  with  a 
severe  attack  of  sickness,  some  kind  of  fever,  I  presume,  of  a  malarious 
nature,  and  suppose  I  came  pretty  nearly  going  over,  but  worried  through. 
This,  I  think,  impaired  my  health,  so  that  I  always  regarded  my  constitu¬ 
tion  as  not  of  the  robust  class.  In  1823,  had  a  hard  siege  of  pleurisy,  fol¬ 
lowed  hj’  fever  and  ague  for  a  year  or  two,  hut  so  far  as  health  is  con¬ 
cerned.  I  have  little  cause  to  complain.  In  1870,  had  a  very  severe  siege 
of  typhoid  fever,  but  got  through  Avith  that.  Sometime  preAuous  to  1840, 
I  took  considerable  interest  in  matters  pertaining  to  health  and  for  this 
reason,  think  the  general  course  adopted  has  been  favorable  and  have 
never  felt  that  I  had  occasion  to  regret  what  I  have  done  in  that  line. 

“One  or  two  episodes  in  which  my  father  was  concerned  may  be  ap¬ 
propriate.  I  remember  a  little  about  the  great  Indian  scare  of  1812.  One 
summer  morning  of  that  year,  my  mother  and  four  of  us  children,  Avith,  I 
think,  another  man’s  AAufe  and  children,  AA'ere  loaded  up  in  a  farm  wagon 
AAuth  some  bedding  and  other  household  goods  to  go  to  Noav  Lisbon,  The 
time  arriA^ed  for  parting.  I  remember  mother  wept  AA’hen  leaAung  father, 
and  we  were  carried  off,  a  neighbor,  .Joshua  Chandler,  driving  the  team. 
My  father  and  another  neighbor,  Martin  Breidenstein,  aaJio  had  been 
moulding  bullets  that  morning,  started  in  another  direction  with  their 
guns,  to  a  general  place  of  rendezvous,  Avhere  they  AA’ere  to  be  joined  by 
others.  We  came  on  Eastward,  accompanied  by  a  caravan  of  neighboring 
fleeing  parties,  and  AAdien  AA’e  got  as  far  as  Cold  Run,  the  story  of  iiiAmding 
Indians  was  contradicted,  and  for  the  night,  Ave  stopped  at  .Joshua  Chand- 
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ler's  cabin,  where  we  remained  till  mornin.ij.  The  day  was  a  hrijjht,  snn- 
shiny  one,  hnt  at  niiiiit  a  thnnderstorin  and  heavy  rain  followed,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  fierce  lii^htning.s.  Tims  ended  that  fri.i^ht. 

"On  the  farm  that  my  father  settled  was  a  small  cabin  irrist  mill,  but 
it  was  b(H-omin,ii  inade(inate  to  the  increasing  wants  of  the  neighborhood, 
so  he  enx-ted  a  mill  farther  down  the  creek — also  a  saw  mill  in  1814,  I 
think.  One  morning  in  May,  ]81(>,  my  father  and  another  man  were  abont 
rolling  a  green  whiteoak  log,  some  12  feet  long  and  near  3  feet  in  diameter, 
on  the  mill,  jiml  for  some  reason  the  former  went  the  lower  side  of  it  when 
he  accidentally  slipped  and  fell  aci'oss  one  of  the  skids.  Then  that  heavy 
log  rolled  npon  him.  almost  ernshing  him  with  its  whole  weight,  and  nearly 
stopped  as  it  .'teemed  to  l)e  on  a  balance,  but  his  assistant  gave  it  a  push 
wlum  it  fell  on  the  foreway.  crushing  two  or  three  of  the  caps.  He  was 
so  severely  wounded  that  one  i)hysician.  Dr.  Potter,  gave  him  up,  still  he 
surviv  ed  in  great  pain  and  Dr.  Marvin  came  to  his  aid,  and  by  close  atten¬ 
tion,  he  was  raised  up  again,  but  never  was  the  athletic  man  he  was  before. 
He  was  about  six  feet  in  height  and  weighed  not  less  than  180  pound.s — 
much  larger  than  any  of  his  successors. 

“'^ly  mother  was  a  rather  short  woman.  Init  favored  with  a  good  con¬ 
stitution.  She  i-aised  a  large  family  of  children  and  did  an  immense  work 
in  her  more  than  four  score  years.’’

Thei-e  I  found  the  government  patent 
for  the  land  given  to  father  in  1811.  It  is  a  plain  looking  document,  print¬ 
ed  on  parchment,  and  reads  as  follows: 


"Janies  Itadison,  President  of  the  United  States  of  Anieriea. 
To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come.  Greeting: — • 


Know  ye.  that  Amos  Frost,  assignee  of  William  Altman,  having  de¬ 
posited  in  the  treasury  a  certificate  of  the  register  of  the  land  office  at 
Steubenville,  whereby  it  appears  that  full  payment  has  been  made  for  the 
southwest  (piarter  of  section  24.  of  township  lb.  in  range  4,  of  the  lands 
directed  to  b(‘  sold  at  Steubenville,  by  act  of  ('ongre.ss.  entitled.  "An  Act 
of  Congress  for  the  sale  of  lands  of  the  Thiited  States  in  the  territory 
X^orthwest  of  the  Ohio  and  above  the  mouth  of  the  Kentucky  River.”  and 
of  the  acts  amendatory  to  the  same.  Thei-e  is  granted  l)y  the  Fnited  States 
unto  the  said  Amos  Frost  the  (piarter  lot  of  a  section  of  the  land  above 
descrilied  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  (piarter  lot  or  si'ction  of  land,  with 
the  appurtenanci's,  unto  the  said  Amos  Frost,  his  Inurs  and  assigns,  for¬ 
ever.

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LETTERS  TO  JOHN  FROST 

Chapter  XXIX 

New  Lisbon,  O.,  July  16,  1881. 

John  Frost,  in  his  narrative,  continues : 

“A  few  clays  ago,  Edwin  in  his  correspondence  received  a  letter  from 
George  W.  Frost,  now  of  the  Pension  Office,  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  which 
he  gives  the  following  facts  in  reference  to  his  genealogy :  The  writer’s 
grandfather’s  name  was  Abraham,  born  in  Massachusetts  in  1750.  He 
removed  to  Xew  York  City  in  1783,  where  he  married  Elizabeth  Morgan. 
Their  children  were :  Sarah,  James,  Elizabeth,  Rachel,  George,  Lucinda, 
William  B.,  Hyla  Maria,  Josephine  and  Juliann — 10.  William  was  father 
of  the  writer,  George  W,  Thinks  his  gi’eat-grandfather’s  name  was  Isaac, 
and  his  grandfather  had  a  brother  named  Frederick. 

This  writer  also  states  that  there  is  a  tradition  in  their  family  that 
soon  after  the  lauding  of  the  Pilgrims  (1620),  three  brothers,  (Frost  I 
presume)  came  over  from  England,  one  of  whom  settled  in  Massachusetts, 
one  in  Maine,  and  the  third  supposed  to  have  gone  to  Yermont  or  New 
Hampshire.  In  some  respects,  this  tradition  seems  to  harmonize  with  one 
of  somewhat  similar  nature  among  our  relatives  in  Pennsylvania  and 
elsewhere.  Our  people,  however,  claim  that  four  Frosts  originally  came 
from  Wales  and  located  in  different  parts  of  America,  one  or  more  of  them 
settling  in  Maryland. 

Thus  far,  I  cannot  hitch  on  our  pedigree  to  either  of  the  other  branch¬ 
es  of  the  Frost  family  previously  recorded  in  these  pages,  but  there  is  a 
great  probability  that  a  common  relationship  exists  among  us  all  of  the 
frigid  name,  but  it  must  be  traced  back  to  some  of  the  old  countries.  As 
I  have  suggested  elsewhere,  my  idea  is  that  the  name  is  of  Norman  origin, 
for  names  are  traceable  to  occupations,  seasons  and  many  other  sources. 
Without  regard  to  tribal,  national  or  other  characteristics  in  this  direc¬ 
tion,  I  have  long  since  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  genus  homo  is  all 
akin.  Smiths,  Frosts  and  all  the  rest.” 


New  Lisbon,  O.,  July  31,  1883. 

“Like  myself,  Ezra,  my  brother,  of  this  place,  is  interested  in  looking 
up  the  Frost  genealogy.  Recently,  he  saw  the  name  in  one  of  his  papers, 
and  immediately  wrote  to  the  author  of  an  article,  who  responded  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 


Hazelton,  Pa.,  July  27,  1883. 

“Dear  Brother, 

Ezra  Frost : 

“Yours  of  the  21st  has  been  received.  I  am  a  native  of  Davie  Co., 
North  Carolina.  My  aged  father  was  born  there  May  18th,  1791.  He  lives 
within  three  miles  of  the  place  of  his  birth.  The  farm  on  which  he  lives 
has  belonged  to  the  Frost  family  nearly,  if  not  quite,  150  years.  My  great¬ 
grandfather,  William  Frost,  wuth  two  relatives,  removed  from  New  Jersey 
to  North  Carolina  nearly  150  years  ago.  The  exact  date  I  have  not  been 
able  to  learn.  One  of  the  cousins,  James  Frost,  settled  in  Stokes  Co.,  and 
operated  an  iron  forge.  Some  of  his  descendants  are  still  living  in  that 
region,  not  far  from  Salem,  N.  C.  The  other  cousin,  Ezekiel  Frost,  settled 
in  South  Carolina,  near  Spartenburg.  My  Great-grandfather.  Wm.  Frost, 
settled  in  what  is  now  Davie  Co.,  formerly  Rowan.  My  father  has  lived 
where  he  now  resides  ever  since  NoA^ember.  1816.  As  far  back  as  I  can 
trace  the  family  some  200  years  ago,  our  great  ancestor  lived  in  Devon-

shire.  Eii.i^land.  and  was  a  maiiiifactiirer  of  bells.  From  him,  I  suppose,  all 
the  Frosts  in  America- derive  their  origin.  You  may  find  some  of  the  name 
in  all  parts  of  the  country,  but  I  suppose  they  all  came  from  the  same  par¬ 
ent  stock,  the  Devonshire  bell  founder.  There  are  a  good  many  of  the 
name  in  ^Maryland,  e.^pecially  at  Frostburg.  and  it  is  probable  that  this 
branch  of  the  family  is  the  one  from  which  you  have  sprung.  But  of  this 
I  have  no  knowledge — only  conjecture.” 

‘'His  letter  concludes  by  stating  that  he  is  a  whole  souled  Methodist 
preacher  and  has  been  for  over  35  years,  with  other  particulars  of  a 
churchical  nature.  My  grandfather  and  father  were  of  the  Methodist  per¬ 
suasion.  so  it  looks  as  if  many  of  the  Frosts  were  followers  of  .John  Wes¬ 
ley.  The  writer's  letter  is  well  and  neatly  written,  indicating  that  he  is  a 
man  of  considerable  intelligence.  It  is  signed  “S.  Milton  Frost’’. 


THE  DIARY  OF  JAMES  FROST. 

SOX  OF  AMOS  FROST 

Chapter  XXX 

Aug.  4th.  1841 — Wednesday — Attended  the  funeral  of  William's  child 
at  S  o’clock. 

On  Wed.  evening  at  about  5  o'clock  was  sent  for  in  great  haste  to  see 
Father.  AVent  immediately  and  found  him  near  his  end.- — he  was  taken 
unwell  about  10  o'clock  on  returning  from  the  funeral  of  AVm’s  child  and 
went  to  bed — complained  some  but  did  not  appear  to  apprehend  any  dan¬ 
ger  :  About  4  o’clock  became  speechles.s — none  of  the  family  but  Mother. 
George  and  Mahalah  were  at  home — the  alarm  was  immediately  given  to 
the  neighbors  and  Dr.  Carey  sent  for.  Before  the  Dr.  came  he  was  taken 
with  an  apoplectic  fit  which  nearly  proved  fatal  at  the  time.  By  bleeding 
copiously  and  other  means  he  revived  a  little  and  seemed  to  mend  till 
about  midnight  when  he  rose  up  in  bed.  This  effort  exhausted  him  very 
much  and  he  continued  to  sink  till  about  10  minutes  past  2  o’clock  A.  M.. 
August  5th,  1841,  when  he  expired. 

After  he  became  speechless  he  retained  his  reason  until  the  fit  came 
on:  after  which  he  never  fully  recovered  his  senses,  only  appearing  at 
times  for  a  moment  to  notice  his  attendants.  During  the  fit  he  suffered 
great  agony,  but  his  countenance  never  appeared  distorted  and  even  after 
his  eyes  were  clo.^ed  in  death,  his  features  were  more  than  usually  pleas¬ 
ant. 


LETTER  FRO:\[  JAMES  FROST  TO  HIS  FATHER.

Chapter  XX  XI 

A'andalia,  Illinois,  IMarch  20,  1830. 

Dear  father — I  received  your  letter  on  the  13th  of  last  month  and 
would  have  answered  it  long  ago  but  had  nothing  of  importance  to  com¬ 
municate  and  was  also  waiting  for  an  answer  from  John  to  a  letter  I  wrote 
him  in  .Tanuary  which  never  arrived  until  yesterday  1  am  well  as  usual 
and  so  is  AVm  Hessin — Henry  left  here  on  Thursday  evening  last  for  Peoria 
in  company  with  ]Mr.  Gibson  a  journeyman  printer  who  works  here  all  win¬ 
ter  and  lives  in  that  neighborhood  it  is  about  150  miles  north. 

Mr  Sawyer  died  yesterday  week  after  an  illness  of  four  or  five  days 
culled  the  winter  fever.  He  died  very  suddenly  the  doctor  left  him  a  few 
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minutes  before  he  died  when  lie  was  sitting  up  and  considered  out  of  dan¬ 
ger  It  is  thought  he  choked  to  death  He  left  a  widow  hut  no  children 
Considering  the  extent  of  his  business  he  has  left  his  affairs  in  a  very 
favorable  situation  after  all  the  debts  are  paid  there  will  be  several  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  left  to  his  widow  His  brother  is  appointed  administrator 
and  is  about  selling  the  office  to  Mr.  Walters  who  has  been  publishing  a 
paper  here  about  two  months.  Wm.  Hessin  and  myself  intend  to  work  for 
Mr  Walters  d  or  S  weeks  while  he  goes  to  Washington  city  and  brings  his 
family  here  I  expect  to  work  by  the  piece  but  think  I  cant  make  as  much 
as  I  have  been  making  here 

I  would  leave  here  now  but  it  is  necessary  for  Mr  Hessin  to  stay  a 
while  to  assist  in  settling  the  business  of  the  office  and  he  is  unwilling  to 
stay  unless  I  do  besides  the  travelling  will  be  much  better  in  a  fcAv  weeks 
than  it  is  now  I  have  not  receive  my  pay  yet  but  can  get  it  whenever  1 
want  it  We  still  board  with  Mrs  Sawyers  and  will  remain  there  about 
three  weeks  when  she  intends  to  quit  keeping  house  and  go  to  her  friends 
about  50  miles  from  here  The  death  of  Judge  Sawyer  has  created  a  great 
void  ill  the  community.  He  was  probably  as  extensively  known  as  any 
other  man  in  the  state  and  has  filled  many  important  offices 

As  to  my  opinion  of  the  country  I  have  seen  but  little  yet — only  on 
the  road  from  St  Louis  and  when  it  was  covered  with  snow — the  land  is 
good  if  it  was  only  cultivated  but  the  inhabitants  in  this  end  of  the  state 
are  too  indolent  to  do  that  and  of  course  dont  prosper  very  fast  All  who 
will  work  whether  they  are  farmers  or  mechanics  mak  money  very  fast 

With  regard  to  the  morals  of  the  people  they  are  generally  at  a  very 
low  stage  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state  Here  the  most  of  the  people 
pay  but  little  regard  to  religion  and  have  no  respect  for  the  sabbath  There 
is  however  a  small  society  of  Presbyterians  who  have  a  meeting  house 
also  a  Methodist  society  who  have  a  house  likewise  but  it  is  not  finished 
yet  The  Presbyterians  have  preaching  every  Sunday — the  Methodists 
every  three  weeks  From  all  the  information  I  can  obtain  I  believe  the 
northern  part  of  the  state  is  much  better  than  the  south  both  morally  and 
physically  owing  chiefly  to  the  difference  in  the  settlers  those  at  the  north 
being  generally  from  the  northern  and  middle  states  and  those  at  the 
south  from  the  southern  states 

When  I  leave  here  I  want  to  go  north  to  work  and  see  the  country  and 
expect  to  give  you  a  moi'e  satisfactory  information  than  I  can  now  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  country  generally  I  see  by  the  papers  there  is  a  demand  for 
journeymen  up  north  and  the  wages  are  good  there 

I  received  a  letter  from  Stewart  R  Frost  two  or  three  weeks  ago — 
he  says  they  are  all  well — John  informs  me  that  you  are  well  excepting 
himself  having  been  thrown  from  a  horse

I  yesterday  reeved  a  very  neat  lookiiii;  little  i)ai)er  from  you  ealled 
the  “Pekin  (lazette  and  Farmers*  Advoeate*’  on  the  marcjiii  of  which  was 
written  “Expect  to  remain  here  some  tiiiu' — well*'.  This  was  brief  but 
Sratifyini;  intelliireuce.  as  it  is  but  seldom  that  we  can  har  from  you  a 
way  out  there  in  the  "succer”  state.  Not  lonu'  a?2;o  I  recvd  a  i>aper  from 
Peoria  from  you  dated  June  17,  but  supposiiiir  you  did  not  expect  to  remain 
lonj;  from  what  you  wrote  did  not  write  to  you  as  I  probal)ly  otherwise 
should  have  done. 


Dur  folks  at  home  are  all  well  or  nearly  so,  as  I  learned  from  Amos 
who  came  here  to  meetiiiit  this  morniiiit — Amos  went  to  Gilbert  to  scIkk)! 
last  winter  and  is  now  a  zealous  abolitionist,  Petsy  was  also  here  today 
• — ^says  they  are  well.  Abolitionism  here  as  in  the  other  places  has  cause<l 
much  excitement  but  if  you  could  see  the  Aurora  (I  sent  you  yesterday) 
you  could  understand  it  much  better.  We  have  no  little  controversy  on  the 
subject  in  its  columns.  The  “old  quakers"  support  it  pretty  well.  I  have 
obtained  more  than  100  new  subscribers  since  last  spring — twenty-five 
within  five  or  six  weeks.  This,  with  the  temperance  paper,  seems  like 
doin;?  somethinsj.  There  is  a  great  many  things  of  which  I  might  write, 
but  have  not  time,  altho  its  Sunday,  which  would  be  somewhat  interesting 
to  you.  I  must  wait  till  you  come  home  (if  you  shold  come  soon)  and  tell 
you  by  “word  of  mouth".  Father  recvd  a  letter  a  few  weeks  ago  fi-om 
uncle  William  Frost  by  which  we  understand  that  Stewart  was  dead.  He 
died  on  the  17th  ult  after  a  long  illness.  Dan  is  yet  in  Perrysburgh  and  we 
expect  him  here  soon.  Hessins  folks  are  all  well  and  it  is  said  “Joe**  is 
married  to  Sally  Hlocher. — Henry  Eiidley  got  married  lately  at  P>rowus- 
ville.  Pa.  ('.  M.  Aten__do__to  Hetsy  McKee  of  this  place.  An  awful  affair 
took  place  yesterday  in  the  county  a  mile  or  two:  Seth  McC'lure  had  an  al¬ 
tercation  with  a  man  in  his  meadow — and  struck  him  wfth  a  pitchfork. 
Others  report  that  he  stabbed  him  in  the  head:  at  any  rate  his  skull  is 
l)roken  and  his  life  is  despaired  of.  latest  account  is  that  he  couhl  not 
life.  It  is  an  awful  thing  sometimes  to  get  in  a  passion.  Seth,  poor  man. 
is  almost  crazy  about  it. 

Our  folks  wanted  me  to  write  to  you  and  re(]uest  you  to  write  home 
s(K)n  as  possibU' — let  us  know  if  the  country  is  healthy — how  you  like  it — 
how  long  you  will  stay  there — when  you  are  coming  home,  and  anything 
else  you  may  consider  worthy  of  sufficient  interest  to  let  us  know  about. 
Father  still  talks  of  selling  where  he  is.  In  one  sense  it  is  almost  distress¬ 
ing  to  see  how  they  have  “used  up"  the  place  at  home  with  the  canal:  but 
its  benefits  are  all  prospective,  and  we  must  wait  to  sei'  how  usc'ful  it 
will  be  to  all.  Many  people  are  dissatisfied  with  it  and  tin*  arbitrary 
course  the  head  and  engineers  pursin*  towards  individuals.  1  must  close. 
IMease  write  as  soon  as  possible.
